Progress at Lausanne. 
Those prophets of gloom who predicied 
that the Lausanne Conference would not 
survive the first week of its existence are 
destined to disappointment. Not only is 
the Conference still in session, but there is 
every reason to suppose that substantial 
progress towards a Near Eastern settlement 
will have been made before Christmas. 
The problem of the Turkish boundaries is 
giving surprisingly little trouble. A sub- 
commission was formed at Lausanne to re- 
port on the Maritsa line—which includes 
the vexed question of Adrianople and its 
railway station at Karagatch—and the 
new régime for Dedeagatch. Most people 


be exceptionally difficult of" solution, in 
view of Bulgaria's claims to a seapprt on 
the one hand, and the Turks’ pretensions 
to Western Thrace on the other. To the 
relief of everybody, however, the sub- 
commission completed its task in two 
sittings.

Dr. Nansen, the famous 
Scandinavian explorer, has espoused the 
cause of the Turkish minorities, and had a 
long conversation with the Marquis 
Curzon on Thursday. He received news 
from Anatolia that at least one million

_ Galleries and Gardens. 


A document of unexpectedly human 
interest has been issued by the British 
Treasury. It gives the total attendances 
at a number of the more important public 
gardens, galleries and museums in the 
United Kingdom for the second three 
months of the year 1921. As showing tho 
direction in which the public taste lies, 
the retarns contain a variety of surprises. 
It may be stated safely that not one 
person in fifty would have placed the 
three most popular institutions in their 
correct. order. The Victoria and Albert 
Museum comes first, with an attendance 
for the quarter of eleven’ hundred 
thousand; and Kew Gardens is a close 
second, with about seventy thousand less. 
The British Museum, the largest. and most 
wonderful museum in the world’s largest 
city, gets only fourth place, and is sur- 
passed not only by the Victoria and 
Albert Museum and Kew Gardens, bat by 
the Imperial War Museum. The Natural 
History Museum. which once was easily 
the best attended of all the museums, 
takes seventh place, immediately below 
the National Gallery. Some comparison, 
invidious certainly and, perhaps, not en- 
tirely justified, might be drawn between 
the attendance of 410,000 at the Royal 
Scottish Museum—nearly ten per cent. of 
the population of Scotland—and that of 
895,000 at the British Museum, since the 
latter figure represents little more than 
two per cent. of the population of England. 
Another point of interest is the com- 
parative popularity of the. Tower of 
London. It is inaccessible; there is. little 
to be seen there, and that little is con- 
fined to historic relics. Yet 356,000 people 
visited the Tower in the period under. 
review. The Wallace Collection, with a 
bare 120,000 visitors, and the National 
Pértratt Gallery, with 166,000, cannot 
hope to compete with the Tower, which 
is the only political museum in London. 


An Awkward Legacy. 
When, a few days ago, Mehmed, the ex- 
Sultan of Turkey, took refuge on a British 
warship he abandoned the royal harem. 
Moreover, he took the precaution to draw 
from the treasury the royal harem’s allow- 
ances for the current month and a reason- 
able quantity “of the royal jewels and 
plate. Now Abdul, the new Caliph, has 
succeeded to the spiritual power and 
status of the Sultanate, while the tem- 
poral power remains strictly in the hands 
of Angora--that is to say, of Kemal 
nasa Such trifles as harems come, 
accordjng to Turkish ideas, within the 
domain of things spiritual, and the new 
Sultan inherits not only his predecessor's 
matrimonial privileges, but also his 
derelict wives and dependents. These 
ladies are as numerous as they are re- 
puted to be beautiful. Abdul Hamid’s 
official allowance was two hundred and 
that of the ex-Sultan one hundred, The 
number includes the official personnel of 
the harem, every one of whom had a 
weekly allowance. Some were wives ; others 
were attendants, dancers, musicians, 
governesses and cooks. The new Caliph 
has only one wife and shows no intention 
of marrying others. Whether Islam will 
regard this innovation as a wholly d+ 
sirable qualification in its new titular head 
has yet to be ascertained. Meanwhile Abdul 
finds himself the natural protector of nearly 
a hundred helpless, but officially recog- 
nised, females. The general belief is that 
all will receive pensions. Even Angora 
shrinks from throwing an ex-Sultan's 
female dependents into the street to fend 
for themselves. Probably the royal harem 
will be turned into somethiny useful, like 
an orphanage or a casino,

CHANGES IN IRELAND. 
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A GOVERNOR FOR 
ULSTER, 


“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


One of the consequential provisicns to be 
made after the enactment of the Irish Free 
State Constitution must be the appointment 
of a Lieutenant-Governor for Northern Ire- 
land. Northern Ireland will exercise its 

ion to retain its own Government, estab- 
hshed under the Act of 1920. That Act set 
up two Parliaments, one for Northern and 
the other for Southern Ireland, and the 
executive power was in each case vested in 
the Lord Lieutenant, advised by Ministers 
responsible to Parliament. Southern Lreland 
now attains Dominion sfatus, and the repre- 
sentative of the King will be the Governor- 
General.  A separate appointment for 
Northern Ireland will apparently become ne- 
vessary. A Boundary Commission has also to 
be set up. 


THE GERMAN GOVERN-

DR. CUNO’S DECLARATION. 

The Times, in a leading article on the 
Government of Germany, says:—The new 
Government presented itself to the Reichstag 
yesterday, and Dr. Cuno made a declaration 
that was at least conciliatory, though, from 
the standpoint of the Allies, it can hardly 
| be regarded as encouraging. In view of the 
strong tendency recently manifested’ by some 
German politicians, and emphasised in the 
recent amazing declarations of Count von 
Brockdorff Rantzau in Moscow, to seek, in 
an alliance with Belshevist Russia, a means 
of resisting ‘ezitimate Allied claims on Ger- 
many, it is significant that Dr. Cuno took 
occasion to repudiate any special attachment 
to an “ Eastern policy.” 


His own persona] connections through bis 
ebipping interests. are with Western Europe 
and America, and it is clearly his intention to 
keep ng the gateways of political intercourse 
with the West for so long as may be. ‘‘ We 
have neither the wish nor the power,” he 
said, “to play off the East against the West 
or the West. against the East. Germany can 
find no profit in the worries of other nations, 
but only disadvantage." That is a- wholly 
laudable sentiment, and we should be glad to 
see in it the manifestation of the will of a 
strong German Goveroment.

NEAR ITS CENTENARY 


WORK OF THE COOMBE 
HOSPITAL. 


“ A large number of people who used to 
support the hospitals have left the country for 
one reason or another, and another class has 
arisen who do not seem to fully recognise their 
responsibilities towards supporting the 
hospitals,’ said Dr. Lowis Cassidy, Master of 
the Coombe Hospital, Dublin, at the annual 
meeting of the friends and supporters of that 
institution last evening. 

In the absence of the Lor Mayor, the High 
Sheriff (Alderman Hubbard Clark) presided. 
In proposing the adoption of ‘the annual 
report and statement of accounts, Dr. Cassidy 
said that four vears hence the hospital 
would celebrate the hundredth year of its 
existence, and any institution which had 
been before the public for such a time needed 
no further recommendation. 

With regard to their indebtedness, he 
might say that every hospital was in debt, 
and would be so long as the present method 
of ‘income continued. He would not enter 
into the question of whether hospitais should 
be supported by the State—they al! had their 
opinions on that subject. gg 
He impressed on his hearers the importance 
of the provision of: further apparatus for deal- 
ing in an up-to-date, scientific manner with 
disease. He appealed particularly for means to 
provide an X-Ray department for the hospi- 


Another thing greatly needed in the hos- 
pital was a research laboratory. That would 
cost about £400 a year, and the X-Ray ap- 
paratus £600 a year.

mercantile navy.

the measure of agreement achieved and the 
points upon whieh it was not possible to 
obtain agreement. 
“ We appear before you here,” went on Mr. 
O'Byrne, “not as partisans, but to state a 
plain case—to endeavorr with yous assistance 
to bring the present conflict to a close If 
we do not reeerve your assistance we are 
perfectly powerless to achieve anything.” 
What the Peace League wanted was the 
good-will of the people, and if they had it 
that fratricidal strife would be put an end to 
far sooner than anyone thought. If the strife 
continued it was unquestionable that there 
would shortly be no country either for the 
Free Staters or Republicans. 
Mr. O'Byrne referred -to the £38,000,000 
which had been voted to the Govornment in 
the Dail, and said that the largest. sum which 
could be raised against that from the coffers 
of the people was £27.000,000, hey 
were there that night to serve only the m- 
terests of the common people, and haa no ax 
to grind.
